1.  Students  will  report  to  the 
Registrar’s  Office  and  obtain  ad¬ 
visement  sheets  and  trial  sched¬ 
ule  cards. 

2.  Students  will  arrange  ap¬ 
pointments  with  their  advisers 
and  wlU  complete  schedules. 

3.  ’Tire  adviser  must  sign  the 
trial  schedule.  The.  student  will 
then  return  to  the  Registrar’s 
Office  to  return  the  advisement 
sheet,  obtain  class  permits  for 
section  classes,  class  admittance 

cards  and  registration  booklets. 
May  Pay  for  Room  and  Board 
This  year  it  will  be  possible  for 
students  to  pay  their  fees  for  the 
second  semester  during  pre-regis¬ 
tration.  As  soon  as  the  student 
has  obtained  his  registration  book¬ 
let  and  class  admittance  cards,  he 
may  complete  the  necessary  forms 
,  and  after  obtaining  the  signatures 
required  may  pay  at  the  Business 
Office  his  fees  and  board  and  room 
for  the  second  semester. 

If  a  student  follows  the  above 
procedure,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  him  to  report  for  registration 
which  is  to  be  held  Saturday,  Jan¬ 
uary  20.

Fifty  years  is  a  long  time  to 
Institution,  but  with  the 
.iSifJwMi  exception  of  a  few  months,  that  is 
the  length  of  time  Mr.  Ricken- 
brode  served  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College. 

He  came  to  Maryville  in  1907  to 
be  the  registrar  of  the  College, 
f4'  which  had  been  established  tho 
previous  year.  He  became  bursar 
and  busine.ss  manager  in  1927.  Ho 
became  a  member  of  the  business 
staff  in  1939. 

During  the  half-century  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  and  devoted  service  to 
the  College,  Mr.  Rickenbrode 
served  under  six  presidents  of  tho 
school.  'This  fact  and  tho  ■  fact 
tliat  he  was  secretary  to  the  gov¬ 
erning  body  for  more  than  forty 
years  attest  the  care  with  which 
he  did  his  work  and  the  wisdom 
with  wlilch  he  supervised  matters 
of  finance.

Faithfully  he  kept  minutes  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  of  which  he  was  secretary  for  most 
of  the  years  of  his  association  with  the  college;  faithfully  h%  kept 
records  as  registrar;  faithfully  he  lettered,  in  his  beautiful  Spen¬ 
cerian  script,  diplomas  and  certificates;  faithfully  he  handled 
funds  of  the  College  as  bursar  or  performed  other  duties  after 
.his  assignment  to  the  business  office. 

Loyal  to  his  employers,  to  his  associates  on  the^focufty,  in 
the  business  office,  and  elsewhere,  to  the  students  in  general  and 
the  Bearcats  in  particular,  Mr.  Rickenbrode  had  many  friends. 
They  will  miss  him,  miss  him  for  what  he  did  and  for  what  he 
was.

Gregory's  Men 
To  Avenge  Loss 
In  Previous  Game

The  Bearcats  take  to  their  home 
floor  for  the  first  time  on  Tuesday, 
December  11,  to  try  to  avenge  the 
defeat  suffered  earlier  this  month 
at  the  hands  of  Washburn  Univer¬ 
sity.  The  ’Cats  will  meet  the  same 
Washburn  team  only  with  different 
circumstances  this  time.  They  will 
be  playing  on  their  home  court  and 
before  a  home  crowd. 

Having  dropped  the  first  game 
to  the  Ichabods  by  a  score  of  69- 
59,  the  nien  of  Coach  Bob  Gregory 
will  be  out  .to  take  their  first  win 
from  Washbura  in  four  starts. 
Washburn  tromped  the  ’Cats  twice 
last  year  by  scores  of  81-51  and 
82-79. 

Maryville  doesn’t  open  its  con¬ 
ference  play  until  January  4,  when 
the  Bearcats  meet  Kirksville  here 
at  home,  and  these  first  seven 
games  of  non-conference  play  will 
give  the  ’Cats  the  experience  and 
“know-how”  they  will  need  before 
entering  the  rugged  MIAA  confer¬ 
ence  race.' 

Last  Saturday  night’s  game  end¬ 
ed  on  a  note  of  disappointment  for 
the  ■  Bearcats.  Ahead  by  eight 
points  at  the  half,  37-29,  the  Bear¬ 
cats  blow  their  lead  and  ended  up 
on  the  short  end  of  a  69-59  score. 
The  game  was  an  exciting  one  all 
the  way  down  to  the  final  horn. 
With  less  than  2:30  left  to  play,  the 
game  was  all  tied  up,  but  the  man 
who  spelled  defeat  for  the  ’Cats 
was  Washburn’s  6’  junior  gua.rd, 
John  Darr,  who  broke  through  to 
score  six  points  in  the  remaining 
minutes.  In  fact,  Darr  and  Roger 
Casida,  a  forward,  plagued  the 
Bearcats  all  the  second  half  with 
their  dead-eye  shooting.  Darr 
led  the  Ichabods  in  scoring  with 
22  points,  16  of  them  in  the  second 
half. 

On  tlic  oilier  side  of  the  ledger, 
the  Bearcats  stole  the  sliow  the 
first  half  with  the  fine  rebound¬ 
ing  of  Bd  Kavanaugh,  Bob  Al¬ 
corn,  and  Mike  Uutclieon.  Al¬ 
corn  was  the  big  gun  for  Mary¬ 
ville,  scoring  18  points  the  first 
half,  but  he  was  silenced  in  the 
second  half,  picking  up  only  one 
lone  bucket  for  a  total  of  20 
points. 

Ed  Kavanaugh  played  a  whale  of 
a  game  both  offensively  and  de¬ 
fensively,  coming  out  with  15 
points,  even  Uiough  he'  worked 
most  of  the  second  half  under  a 
four  foul  handicap.  Conch  Gregory 
used  12  cagers  trying  to  stem  the 
Wasliburn  advance  but  to  no  avail. 

For  an  opening  game,  there 
wasn’t  loo  much  of  the  poor  bail 
handling  that  is  usually  present  in 
the  first  one.  There  were  a  few 
bad  passes  but  on  the  whole,  the 
’Cats  did  all  right  on  the  fimda- 
mentals.  The  Bearcats  hit  28  per 
cent  of  their  shots  while  the  Icha¬ 
bods  were  hitting  on  39  per  cent. 
On  free  throws  it  was  a  different 
story  with  Mai'yville  putting  70  per 
cent  of  theirs  thi-ough  the  hoop 
while  Washburn  scored  on  only  53 
per  cent  of  their  gift  shots.
